NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK— 
Turnpikes are sure to be a 
hot-stove topic this winter. 


The toll load scheduled to pass 


through Northern Illinois and Lee 
county has stirred up a fuss in 
many quarters, but in the main 
the whole idea is being accepted 
as an inevitable step of progress. 


In our estimation, the argu- 


ment* against the turnpikes have 
been wholly negative. They have 
involved self-interest, totally dis- 
regarded the benefits that can 
accrue from them 
(the turn- 


pikes), and shown a complete ig- 
norance of the experiences in 
other states where turnpikes have 
been in successful operation for 
many years. 
Nation's Business, in its Novem- 


ber issue, lauds highly the estab- 
lishment of turnpikes or freeways. 


For example, in L6s Angeles, it 


is estimated, that the new facilities 
brings savings ranging from two 
to four cents per mile of travel. 


The Automobile Club of Southern 


California figures that at least 32 
persons owe their lives this year 
to the added safety provided by the 
45-mila Los Angeles Freeway sys- 
tem, the magazine says.

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But what effect do the toll roads 


have on two important groups — 
businessmen and farmers? 


Buffalo, X. Y., is on one end 


of a new road to New York City. 
Since the route was announced, 
companies have announced plans 
to invest more than S25-million 
dollars in new business in the 
Buffalo area. That doesn't count 
the residential development which 
will b« a natural result. 
Now let's consider smaller com- 


munities. During the building of the 
Pennsylvania 
Turnpike, 
many 


small cities opposed the road. Bed- 
ford, Pa., was one of the most bit- 
ter opponents. But what happened? 
Instead of being a ghost town to- 
day, it is a boom town. 


Nation's B u s i n e s s reports, 


"Bedford today is far ahead of 
the pre-turnpike era. Two miles 
from access to the turnpike, this 
community does a good winter 
business as well as an overflow- 
ing summer tourist trade. The 
pike provides 75 per cent of the 
hotel trade. With the turnpike 
handy, 
weather brings 
fewer 


problems now, and winter meet- 
ings and conventions are more 
frequent than before the new 
highway was built." 


Other communities say the turn- 


pike has solved their traffic prob- 
lems to some extend by draining 
some traffic from the Lincoln 
Highway, and they are more pros- 
perous than ever. Only one reports 
a business drop, and even there, 
chamber of commerce officials are 
optimistic that business will nse 
again.

NEW YORK (*—Response to a move to obtain 10 million signatures 


in support of Sen. Joseph R. McCarthy (R-Wis) has exceeded the "most 
hopeful expectations by 1,000 per cent," Rear Adm. John G. Crommelin 
said today. 


"We started off with 30,000 (peti- 


tion) forms yesterday, but we've 
had to order more printed today,'' 
Crommelin said. 


Crommelin-, chief of staff of the 


organization called "Ten Million 
Americans Mobilizing for Justice." 
said more than 200 persons had 
volunteered to work and that the 
printer is being kept busy. Each 
petition form has space for 50 sig- 
natures. 


A spokesman at the Roosevelt 


Hotel headquarters of the organiza- 
tion said the signatures are being

of those interested, that

Sheppard Death 
Weapon Theory 


Coroner Finds Imprint of 
"Instrument' on Pillow 


CLEVELAND </P)—The county coroner testified today 


that he found the imprint of a surgical instrument on the pil- 
low beneath the head of the slain Marilyn Sheppard. 


Dr. Samuel R. Geiber, the coro- 


ner, said the imprint and the blood 
stain were on the under side of the 
pillow. 


He testified that after Marilyn's 


body was removed "I turned over 
the pillow at the head of the bed 
and found a blood stain on the op- 
posite side of the pillow, a large 
blood stain. On that side of Uie 
pillow was the imprint of an in- 
strument, a surgical instrument." 


The coroner testified at the mur- 


der trial of Dr. Samuel H. Shep- 
pard. The osteopath, a neui'o- 
surgeon. is charged with bludgeon- 
ing to death his wife, Marilyn, in 
her bed July 4 in a quarrel over 
his love affairs with other women. 


Sheppard insists a bushy haired 


intruder killed his wife. 


The murder weapon never has 


been found. 


This was the first time that the 


state has given any indication that 
it has a theory about the missing 
murder weapon 


The grey haired bespectacled lit- 


tle coroner held up the bloody pil- 
low in court and showed a large 
blood spot divided by a blank white 
space. 


He said the area in between the 


two stains appeared to have been 
left by a surgical instrument with 
two blades, with an indentation at 
the end of each blade impression. 


As viewed by the court, it ap- 


peared that there weie two large 
circles of blood in the middle of 
the pillow with a gap in between. 


In the middle of this gap was 


a small, oblong blood mark, 


Gerber followed on the stand a 


16 - year - old high school football 
player. Larry Houk. a neighbor of 
Sheppard's. Houk said he never 
saw Sheppard lose his temper or 
quart el with his wife over the use 
of a boys' clubhouse on the Shep- 
pard grounds. 


He was questioned by Defense

Larry was one of the persons 


who was in the Sheppard home the 
day Mrs. Sheppard was found mur- 
deied in her bed. It was he who 
found a bag containing Sheppard's 
blood stained wrist watch and a 
kev ring, among other things, 
abandoned in the weeds near the 
Sheppard house. 


The osteopath says the bag ap- 


paiently was flung there by the 
"bushy haired" burglar he insists 
killed his wife.

"The American homemaker 
has the faculty of being able to bal- 
ance these two factois quite read- 
ily. 


"We have lost around 10 pounds 


of pork per capita the last few 
years, mainly because It's the

Will Cooperate 
In Defense Test

nnu-h difference to what Chicago 
radio station you tune in eJLrly 
Wednesday morning:. The program 
will all be the same. 


It's part of a nationwide cooper- 


ative effort between radio stations 
and the Defense Department, ac- 
cording to A. J. Mullaney. director 
of the Chicago Civil Defense Corps. 


The Chicago stations, he an- 


nounced Monday, will take part for 
a three hour period beginning- at 
1 :.'!0 a.m. Wednesday. 


The Defense Department will run 


a series of lasts called "conel- 
rad," a system designed to thwart 
navigators of enemy aircraft. 


The test receives its name from 


"control of electromagnetic radia- 
uims. 
Under n. ail radio stations 


will broadcast the same programs 
on the same wavelength, either 
6<0 or 1240 kilocycles. There will 
bo no station identification. 


"Conehad" thus would thwart 


any bomber navigator seeking to 
"home in" oil a station by use of 
a radio direction finder compass, 
the Defense Department said.

is located. It might also create a 
new way of carrying 
radioactive 


atoms to cancers to destroy them. 


A chemical obtained from human | 


blood is injected into a person's 
venis. This chemical, porphyrin, j 
lodges in cancer tissue. 


So far this method has outlined 


entire cancers in a few human 
bodies, telling surgeons the ex- 
tent of the cancer for complete 
removal. Doctors D. S. Rasmussen- 


Taxdal. Grand E. Ward and Frank 
H. J. Figge of Baltimore told the 
American College of Surgeons. 


There is hope tha tthe porphyrin 


can be combined with iodine so 
that it would show up under X- 
rays. 


That would mean a person could 


have the injection, then be X-rayed 
or fluoroscoped to see if he has 
cancer, and where it is. 
, 


The porphyrin-iodine presumably 


would go to any places where the 
cancer had spread in the body and 
reveal those 
locations for 
life- 


saving treatment. This spreading 
action, called metastasis, is one 
reason why many people die of 
cancer. The original cancer is re- 
moved, but its seeds already have 
spread elsewhere, take root and 
grow.

active atoms could be attached to

Good To Know: 


Well, it is good to have all these 


facts certified to by science itself, 
although they are not exactly new 
or worth a flash. Most of us sus- 
pected the situation. 
. However, I was unable to find 
any comparative data in the areas 
of intelligence, ingenuity, imagina- 
tion or creative ability. If the pro- 
fessor's research covered 
these 


items, he seems not to have writ- 
ten any findings — possibly for 
reasons of personal safety. 


Could it be that women are de- 


ficient in these fields? 


For example, there is no great 


woman composer of music. Off- 
hand, I can't recall a single name 
in that art. 


Same with painting. Unless you 


like cows and horses, and there- 
fore are a fan for Rosa Bonheur, 
the feminine batting average in 
this fieid is pretty low. 


How About Literature? 


As for literature, there are some 


fair-to-middling women writers, but 
none who ran play in the same 
league with Ernest Hemingway, or 
any of the other top-flight male 
writers. In fact, lady authors sel- 
dom produce "creative" literature. 
What they tend to produce is sim- 
ply idealized reporting. 


That is. they write about them- 


selves, their families, themselves, 
babies, themselves, the other wom- 
an, themselves, etc. . . . 


But getting back to the professor, 


it is not so surprising that women 
live longer. 


The answer may lie in the fact 


that the average housewife doesn't 
have to over exert herself in the 
pursuance of her daily chores. 


She will make it sound like a

NEW YORK (B— Buying on time 


is picking up a little. And the 
merchants and finance companies 
are counting on the post-election 
enthusiasm in stock market and 
industrial centers to seep through 
to the consumers.

Installment buying may pick up 


speed first in the auto and home 
appliance fields, where it's an old 
American custom.

With the new models com- 
ing out. the finance companies are 
looking for a big spurt in business.
